Thoreau ob- 
serves somewhere among his chinks of w 
dom streaked with idiocy that he could ob- 
serve all the phenomena of the polar regions 
upon a smaller scale at Walden Pond in 
winter. I don't believe that Walden Pont! 
s any bctler than Biistol and consequently 
I will remark to those of my fellow towns- 
men who have not seen Pikes Peak and 
don't expect to that if they will walk up 
Radcliffe street some midwinter day and 
take a look at the stand-pipe when it has a 
slug of ice a dozen or so feet high sticking 
out of the top they will see something just 
as cold and bleak and uncomfortable looking 
as Pikes Peak, more inaccessible and only a 
mile or two smaller. Everybody has heard 
of the Government observatory on the top of 
the Peak—the highest observing station in 
the world. They found a chap to stay there 
and observe observations. No honest work 
is beneath any honest man, but this observ 
ing job is way above most honest men, and 
for my part I would beg first and wind up 
in the poorhouse. According to the pictures, 
the little station is built of chunks of stone 
anchored fast against the wind by steel rods 
and braces and is in the proportions of the 
Dutchman's fence.

abortive socialistic settlement of New Aus- 
tralia., The Cosine Monthly gives some 
apeoiiat..pf l(f e at-Coslne,. Labor Js rough- 
ly divided into, outdoor and indoor deport- 
ments. Sjossesy, "not fo named, are In 
ckafga-at -various snbdepartraents ot each 
s)lnd-o( -laborj -Workmen are busied in 
clearing, farming, gardening," dairying 
pnd several median leal trades. The cook- 
ing is dene mainly in a common kitchen, 
only two families maintaining, kitchens of 
their own. 
Two cooks are on duty In the 


oqmmon kltohon, and there aro three re- 
lays of cooks for this service. Married 
persons have their meals served at home, 
but single man eat In the large dining hall 
at tables seating four persons each. The 
women attend co-operatively to the wash 
Ing and mending of tho single men. Other 
such work in the colony is done in tho 
family. 


;The colony works eight hours a day five 


days a week. No work is done on Sun- 
day, and there 1« one other weekly holi- 
day. Most persons take, a half holiday on 
Saturday afternoon and' the other half 
holiday at some other time. There Is a 
midday summer siesta of three hours and 
two,-quarter iour "smakeha's" daily. 
Breakfast is at 6:80 o'clock In summer 
and 6:80 in winter. The cook's horn reg- 
ulates everything in the settlement. Ev- 
ery adult has an allowance of three Para- 
guayan dollars weekly, and children have 
IJi Paraguayan dollars. Men must pay 
12.75, women $3.50 and children flO oerfts 
weekly to the kitchen. ' What is left may 
be spent at the settlement store. The wom- 
en had for a time an extra allowance of 
$1 a week for. the purchase of luxuries, 
qhiefly flour, sugar and meat. The stock 
of these luxuries gave out, and the allow- 
anceiwas discontinued. .Men may use the 
value of their holiday time in the purchase 
o|: articles' made by holiday labor. No 
price is;yet charged for boots. Men bny 
home grown tobacco at SO cents a pound, 
petroleum, monthly magazines and soap. 
There-are books and piles ot newspapers 
In the dining hall, and these are free to 
every one.

BRITONS IN INDIA. 


A Visitor Tells How John Ball Holds His 


Own There. 


Mr. Spenser Wilkinson gives tho follow- 


ing account of his feelings In going 
through tho streets of Peshawur, and how 
he discovered the spell by which we bold 
India: 
"The town gate of Peshawur is a mile 


from the cantonment, and tho morning 
after my arrival I drove in with no com- 
panion but a native Interpreter. Peshawur, 
with Its mud and wood houses, its lat- 
tice windows and its multitude of men, Is 
Infinitely picturesque. But the Impression 
of the first visit upon an Englishman Is 
not duo to tho quaint appearance of the 
bouses nor to the eastern dress of the In- 
habitants. 


"There am about 80,000 natives In the 


city. As soon as you are through the pate 
and inside the walls you are among them. 
Not another Englishman is to be seen, and 
possibly enough you are, at the moment, 
the only one in town. Every one looks 
at you. There Is no staring or no rude- 
ness, but you feel the eyes. 


"The looks of the first half dozen men 


you pass, as they sit In their shops or stand 
in the streets, give you a new and strange 
sensation. You straighten yourself and 
hold your head up with a resolve, of which 
you are hardly conscious till afterward, 
that U a knife is plunged Into your back 
you will not flinuh. The eyes about you 
suggest that if there were no cantonment, 
no others to ask for an account of you, 
your throat would be out and your corpse 
thrown away, and that the people In the 
street would look on without moving. 


" You Immediately feel that there Is a 


responsibility in being an Englishman. 
Xou are a representative of your race, and 
all that you do or say must be worthy of 
the position. The first duty Is not to mind 
the 80,000 people In Poshawnr nor any- 
thing they may do. Those first five min- 
utes in tbo Peshawur bazaar reveal to you 
the secret of British power in the east. It 
Is impossible without utter fearlessness."

Shipping Bucks' £gg«. 


Consul Scott, ill n recent report upon 


tho trade of tho Chinese town of Swato\v, 
remarks upon tho fnct that 11,000,000 
fresh eggs figure among tho exports.

he tells us that all are certainly not frosh, 
for it is tlio custom to ship ducks' eggs 
which have been incubated to within a 
few days of hutching. 
These eggs ore 


brought on board the stoamors packed in 
shallow baskets with layers of soft Chinese 
paper between and around them. The 
baskets are placed about the deck swung' 
to the awning supports and occasionally 
nro put in position near the boilers, but as 
a rule tho boat of the climate is quite suf- 
flciens to complete the hatching of the 
eggs. It therefore comes about that at the: 
end of thp voyogo young ducks are landed 
at Singapore or Bangkok in lieu of the 
eggs which originally formed part of the 
cavgo. As n rule, the birds come to no 
harm, but, on the contrary, exhibit quite 
a thriving appearance.—Chambers' Jour- 
nal.

LOMDON'S WATER-SUPPLY. 


The Great City Goto au Enornaoua JTlood 


oi Clour end Filtered Fluid. 


The whole of greater London, covering 


an area of about OtiO square miles, is sup- 
plied by theso organizations, whoso powers 
and districts are doflned by law. The slk 
Thames oompanios are allowed to draw 
maximum supply of 120,000,000 gallons a 
day, the East London is allowed to tako 
33,000,000 gallons, and the New River 
22,000,000 gallons a day from the Lou. 
The rest, comes from the ohalk wells. 
There is also, however, a supplementary 
supply drawn by several companies from 
tho gravel bods by the side of the Thames, 
and in tiaios of flood or drought this nat- 
ural supply is very useful. 


The daily total is about 830,000,000 gab- 


ions, or -10 gallons per head. Every drop 
of the water- Is carefully purified, with 
Iho exception of that from the wells, 
this purpose the companies have 114 filter 
bods, covering 117}^ acres. Every ooiri- 
pntiy, ex'Xipt the Kont, has storage reser- 
voirs, in which water is kept in reodini 
for emergencies. There are storage reser- 
voirs for uuflltorod water, covering 474H 
ueros und holding 1,380,000,000 gallons, 
and ISO filtered water reservoirs, holding 
S17,000,000 gallons—that is to say, if every 
source of supply - wore cut off, -London 
would have enough water in store for little 
more thun a week. 


Tlio pumping operations represent an 


enormous expenditure of force. 
The 


Southwark company, for instance, pumps 
13,000,000 gallons every day a distance'of 
18 miles to Nuuhoad, with a rise of 215 
foot, for distribution thence to the other 
parts of tlio distrlot. Tho pipes, too, are 
often enormous in size, some of tho t * 
nols being 0 feet In diameter. As for the 
length, thoro are in all London 5,000 mUop 
of water pipes, on which thoro are some 
27,025 hydrants. It is hard to gain from 
woro figures au adequate conception of the 
extent of London's water supply, but thi) 
enormous stream of water flows steadily 
into tho houses—over 800,000 of thom-^ 
clay after day, carefully filtered and puri- 
fied, and tho system contrasts curiously 
with tho old Now ilivor wator carts and 
Cliolsea'u wooden pipos.—Chambers' Jour- 
nal.

It Seems B Lazy Custom, but Is Really » 


Good One For All Concerned. 


lit is_ characteristic of most English 


homes in which I have been a guest that 
onoe a day the whole family, including the 
servants, meet together for morning pray- 
ers, says a correspondent of Tho Outlook. 
What is perhaps more significant Is tho 
substantially universal arrangement of the 
breakfast so as to reduce to a minimum 
tho friction on the servants of conflicting 
duties. We all know that the morning 
hours are the most precious ones for house- 
hold work, and that household is happiest, 
in tills respect, in which the necessary 
preparations for the day are earliest com- 
pleted. 


But in tho American home the waitress 


must toko an hour out of this precious 
morning to wait on the breakfast table, 
and then hurry through her own breakfast 
and drive, perhaps half distracted, through 
the forenoon to get her morning's work 
done before midday dinner or a lunch 
which is its.equivalent. Audit is an even 
chance that Harry comes down late to 
breakfast, and instead of paying, as he 
ought, the natural penalty of his laziness 
by eating a cold breakfast, has the table 
cleared and a new breakfast set for him. 
In England and Scotland the breakfast is 
set upon the table or upon the sideboard 
or both, the bell is rung, and the bre'ak- 
fasters help themselves and each other, 
while tho servants take the time to make 
the house ready for the day. Thus, while 
English home life starts at least an hour 
lator than American home life—a usual 
breakfast hour in England is 9 o'clock- 
England easily catches up with America 
before noon, and both mistress and servant 
are saved the worry of hurried work nnd 
conflicting duties.

I woflt out on Gallon 
hill and there declaimed' Shakespeare's 
lines to the blue sky. 
"When the hour ap- 


proached for me to go down to the the«t«r, 
my teeth, chattered, Miss Oloeva. The 
thought of the critical. audience awaiting 
me, of tfce'Edinburgh-press-sitting there 
in solemn judgment; unnerveffme -so com- 
pletely that it'seemed to me I should never 
dare to open_ my mouth upon the stage. 


My companions ta tho dressing roflra 
chaffed me. 'jjney were jealous; but, as it 
happened, it was the best thing for me 
they could have done. All my resolution 
returned. The call boy summoned me. I 
strode to the wings, ray heart on flre. My 
cue came. From that hour I have never 
looked back!" 


Ho tossed off his champagne, swept the 


hair from his forehead and smiled at me 
pensively. "But you are encouraging me 
to bore you with my reminiscences," ha 
said. "ToJfc to me of yourself." 


I did. I spent a very enjoyable evening 


and heard afterward that George Brudenell 
had called me B "ohnrmlug woman.'1

The play had bean running 300 nights
